EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. Pursuant to MPEP 606.1 , the title has been changed to read: 

A METHOD AND APPARATUS FOR ACTIVATING A BLEED CIRCUIT 
THROUGH LOGIC IN RESPONSE TO A BACK-DRIVEN VOLTAGE ON A SUPPLY 
VOLTAGE PLANE -- 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement for reasons for allowance: 

a. Ceccherelli et al. ? US Pat No. 5811 962 teaches grounding a voltage node to 
protect itself from residual voltage [fig. 1 and col. 6 lines 1-4]. 

b. Kanaida Jap Pat. No. 04245 867 A teaches grounding a voltage to protect against 
residual voltage [abstract]. 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest individually or in combination a bleed 
circuits being activated by logic signals, nor does the prior art teach or suggest activating a bleed 
circuit when a supply voltage plane is not completely powered down as is argued by applicants 
in the REMARKS filed 10/5/2005 [See page 5].
